The Man-Enting Tree.

Dr, Jay writes from Madagasear to
the South Australinn Register: If
you can imagine a pineapple, eight
feet high and thick in proportion,

resting upon its base, and dennded of

leaves, you will have a good idea of
the trunk of the tree, which, Lowever,
wns not the color of an anany, bhut a
dark, dingy, brown, and apparently
as hard as iron. Irem the apex of
this frustrated come (at least two feet
in dinmeter) ecight huge leaves sheer
to the ground, like doorsswung back
on their hinges, These leaves, which
were joined at the top of the tree nt
regular intgrvals, were about eleven
or twelve feet long, and shaped very
much like the leaves of an Ameriean
agave or century plant. They are
two feet through in their thickest
point  and three feet wide, tapering to
o sharp peiit thatlooked like a cow's
]mrn‘il very convex on the outer (hut
now under surface) and on the nnder
(now upper) surlace slightly concave.
Ihis concave face was thickly set with
strong thorny hooks like those upon
the head of the teazle. The leaves,
hanging  thus limp and lifeless, dend-
green in color,®had in appearance the
massive strength  of onk fibre. The
apex of the cone was around, white,
concave figure, like a smaller plate
set within a lnrger one,  This was not
a flower, butn receptacle, and there
exuded it into a clear treacly liguid
sweet, and possessed of violent
intoxienting and soporific propertics.
From nnderncath the rim (s to
sprhk) of the undermost plate a series
of long, hairy, green tendrils streteh-
ed out in every direction toward the
horizon.  These were soven or cight
fect long, and tapered from four inches
to n ]1.1'[ inch in dinmeter, yet they
streteched  out  stiflly as ivon  rods.
Above these (from between the u.per
and’ under cup) six w hite, nlmost
trarsparent  palpi reared themselves
toward thy cky, twirlingand Iwisting
with & marvellous incessant motion,
yet constuutly veaching upward.
